ORDER 


New Delhi, the 21 st September 1969 


S.O. 3844. —Whereas requests have been received by the Central Government 
from the manufacturers of motor cars for an Increase m the prices of motor cars 
manufactured by thorn; 

And, wheieas the question of determination of fair prices of motor cars had 
been referred by the Central Government to the Tariff Commission under clause 
(d) ot section 12 of the Tariff Commission Act, 1951 (50 of 1951); 

And whereas the recommendation!, of the Tariff Commission have been re¬ 
ceived by Tie Central Government; 

And, wheieas, after consideration of the recommendations of the Tarirf Com¬ 
mission, the Central Government has determined the fair prices at which the motor 
cars manufactured by the said manufacturers shall be bought or sold; 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 18G of the In¬ 
dustries (Development and Regulation - ) Act, 1951 (65 of’1951), the Central Gov- 
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crnmenL hc.eby maxes the following Order further to amend the Motor Cats 
vJJisinuution and Sale) Control Order, 1959, namely — 

1 . (1) This Order may be called the Motor Cars (Distribution and Sale) Con¬ 
trol (Amendment) Order, 1969. 

(1; It shall come into fqrce at once. 

2. l.i the Motor Cars ^Distribution and Sale) Control Order, 1959 (herein- 
alter relerrecl io as tnc said Order), alter clause 4, the following clauses shah 
ne insetted, namely: — 

“4A. Control oj price.—No manufacturer or dealer shall, after the com¬ 
mencement of the Motor Cars (Distribution and Bale) Control 
(Amendment) Order,. 1969, sell or offer to sell or otherwise transfer, 
or dispose of, a motor car, for a price exceeding the price specified in 
Schedule I. 

4B. Price-list to be displaced at place of business .—Every dealer shall so 
display at a conspicuous part of the premises, where he carries on 
his business in motor cars, a list of the prices of such motor cars, as 
specified in Schedule I, that such list may be easily accessible 'll 
any person visiting the premises. 

4C. Manufacturer and dealer not to withhold sale .—No manufacturer 
shall withhold from sale any motor car manufactured by him and no 
dealer shall withhold from sale any motor car received by him from 
a manufacturer.” 

3. For Schedule I to the said Order, the following Schedule shall be substi¬ 

tuted, namely: —
